of  itself  ?  We  cannot  tell,  unless  it  is 
that  oar  laws  as  generally  passed  favor 
the  interests  of  power  amF-wrealth  rath¬ 
er  than  those  of  the  poor  and  unin- 
finentialclasses,  who  really  need  to  be 
oared  for  and  lifted  up. 

A  re;iaonable,  and  perhaps  the  only 
reasonable  demand  for  placing  a  law  like 
this  one  upon  the  statute  book  is  that 
otherwise  it  would  be  extremely  difficult 
tax  property  “where  it  lies,”  which  all 
concede  ought  to  be  done.  On  that 
point,  without  stopping  to  argue  that 
man  living  in  a  house  mortgaged  for 
half  its  value  don’t  really  own  the  prem¬ 
ises,  and  ought  not  to  be  taxed  therefor, 
let  it  be  admitted  os  desirable  and  just 
that  property  bo  taxed  where  found,  at 
its  fall  value,  without  exemption  ;  but 
do  not,  to  secure  this  desirable  end,  en¬ 
act  an  injury  to  the  borrower,  the  man 
whose  enterprise  and  industry  contri¬ 
butes  so  largely  to  the  general  proeperi- 
ty.  If  such  a  law  must  be  passed,  let 
there  be  a  provision  added,  making  it 
lawful  for  the  mortgageor,  upon  paving 
bis  interest,  to  demand  and  receive  from 
the  mortgagee  a  deduction  of  tho  amount 
of  tax  paid  npon  the  mortgage,  as  shown 
by  the  tax  receiver's  receipt.  This  would 
act  as  an  inesntive  for  taxpayers  to  pay 
up  promptly,  thns  preventing  in  great 
measure,  ths  aocumulstion  of;  back 


With  such  a  provision  as  that  jnat  pro¬ 
posed  attached  to  the  Exempt  Mortgage 
Law,  it  wqold  be  ahorn  of  itsinjusticeto 
the  borrowing  class.  Without  snch  a 
provision  the  act  is  really  no  more  nor 
leas  than  an  artful  dodging  of  the  usury 
law  :  it  virtually  obliges  a  man  to  pay

Regarding  legislation  for  tho  mach- 
governed  Belleville  people,  the  Newark 
Courier  says : 

"The  bill  to  repeal  the  several  acts  or¬ 
ganizing  the  local  government  eft  Belle¬ 
ville  will  probably  pass  the  House  of  As¬ 
sembly  this  week.  Should  it  also  pans 
the  Senate,  and  lieoome  a  law,  the  town 
would  be  left,  as  it  seems  to  ns,  without 
any  government  at  all,  which  would  be 
worse  than  being  governed  too  mneh. 
The  bill  should  cither  provide  that  the 
old  town  oommittoe  should  continue  in 
office,  or  another  should  be  immediately 
passed  establishing  a  definite  form  of  lo¬ 
cal  government.  There  are  some,  -how¬ 
ever,  who  hold  that,  under  the  amended 
Constitution,  it  is  not  competent  for  the 
Legislature  to  pass  any  special  or  local 
not  interfering  with  the  internal  affairs  of 
any  specified  town  or  city,  and  shonhl 
this  vie w  prevail,  it  is  dilficnlttosee  how 
the  muddle  esu  bo  in  sny  way  overcome. 
It  will  lie  curious,  to  say  the  least,  if 
Belleville  shall  lie  doomed  to  stagger  on 
with  her  double-hooded  municipal  ^ad- 
rninistiation  from  a  sheer  dead  lock  ftris 
ing  under  the  amendments  to  tho  Con¬ 
stitution,  which  were  designed  to  facili¬ 
tate  wholesome  legislation.

Proposed  Changes  in  the  School  Law. 

In  oui*  summary  of  Legislative  pro¬ 
ceedings  will  bo  found  tbe  main  features 
of  u  bill  relating  to  schools  which  is  a 
very  impor^mt  one.  It  does  not  cow 
effect  Bloomfield,  since  it  applies  only  to 
cities  and  chartered  towns.  It  emanates 
from  Jersey  City,  and  is  doubtless  a  de¬ 
sirable  piece  of  legislation  for  that  and 
some  other  large  municipalities,  whare, 
for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  it  may 
be  well  to  take  out  of  politics  the  selec¬ 
tion  of  School  Boards.  Bat'  for  rural 
towns  no  improvement  can  be  made  on 
the  present  plan  of  allowing  the  people 
themselves  to  elect  their  trustees.  We 
notice  that  tho  New'ark  Advertiser  stren¬ 
uously  opposes  the  new  law,  defiaiug 
it  to  be  "a  school  oligarchy,  centered  at 
Trenton,  making  its  ifppoiutments 
throughout  the  Stato  of  subordinate 
oligarchies  «f  six  men,  who  may  or  may 
not  be  fit  for  their  duties  and  certainly 
will  not  represent  the  people.  They 
would  be  ‘Commissions’  appointed  by  a 
foreign  power,  oat  of  the  reach  of  the 
votes  and  even  the  influence  of  the  peo¬ 
ple,  and  rcspongiblo  only  to  the  State 
Board  of  Education  and  tho  State  Su¬ 
perintendent. 

"We  write  with  no  further  knowledge 
of  tho  motion  of  the  bill  than  what  we 
can  derive  from  reading  its  provisions. 
But  it  strikes  ns  an  attempt  to  do  a  good 
thing  for  Jersey  City  at  the'  cost  of  dis¬ 
rupting  an  ancient  and  well- grown  sys¬ 
tem.  It  is  passing  a  general  law  for  a 
special  purpose.  But  at  the  best,  and 
were  every  County  and  City  Superinten¬ 
dent  to  support  Mr.  Carscallen’s  bill,  we 
should  ob  ject  to  it  as  a  divorce  of  tho 
people  from  the  schools.  ”
